WORDY WARFARE 



Belgrade, .Tunc 11.— A military revolu- 
tion broke out hero last night. The 
troops., who revolted under the leader- 
ship of Major Angikovics, surrounded 
j the palace and assassinated King Alex- 
ander, Queen Draga, the hitter's sister 
and brother, Nijodeuill, Premier Marku- 
vitch, Ministers Petrovitch and Tudoro- 
l virh, General Pnvlovitch, the former 
I minister of war, ami some members of 
the Royal Guard. 

| According to the best available infor- 
mation obtainable from the muss of con- 
tradictions, the crime was carried out 
by members of the Sixth Infantry, un- 
der the command of Colonels Mischich 
land Maehin. The latter is a brother-in- 
law of the late Queen Drnga, and is 
I Minister of Public Works in the new 
Cabinet. The soldiers appear to have 
fought their way into the palace, shoot- 
ing down the aide-de-camp on duty, Col. 
Naumovich, although, according to an- 
other version, the King shot Naumovich 
because he opened the gale to his assail- 
ants, thereby creating a suspicion of his 
connivance. ' Some of the other persons 
killed were stir-prised in their houses, 
simultaneously with the attack on the 
palace. The bodies of all the dead will 
be placed in colHns during the course 
of the day. The remains of King Alex- 
ander will probably be buried at the con- 
vent of Hakovzn. The other bodies will 
be interred ;n the local cemetery. 
SIGNAL GIVEN. 
A cannon was fired as signal for the 
carnage to begin, and the troops sur- 
rounded the ministerial residences nt the 
same time as tbey moved on the palace. 
After the drama at the palace olllcers 
galloped through the streets of the city 
shouting out the news that the King 
and Queen had been killed. Queen 
Draga is said to have .sustained nu- 
merous wounds. A postmortem examina- 
tion was held on the bodies in the palace 
today. 

The local papers embellish their re- 



ed and the following proclamation was 
issued: 

"To the Servian People: Last night 
the King and Queen were shot. In this 
grave and fateful moment friends of 
the fatherland have combined to form 
a new government. While the govern- 
ment makes this announcement to the 
people it is convinced that the Servian 
people will gather round it and lend 
il their aid to maintain order and secur- j 
ity throughout the land. The govern- I 
meut hereby proclaims that from today 
the constitution of April 0, 1001, comes 
in force. j 

"A meeting of the national represen- 
tatives, dissolved by the proclamation of 
March 24, is summoned to meet at Bel- 
grade on June 15. (Signed), Jovan 
Avakttmovics, premier; L. Jubonub 
Kalievics, foreign minister; Stojohn Pro- 
tics, minister of the interior; George 
Genshis, minister of finance; Col. Alex- 
ander Machin, minister of public works; 1 
I,. Jtiboniir Schiokovlcs, minister of jus- 1 
tice."

ANOTHER VERSION. 

Cologne. June 11.— A despatch from 
Setnliu, Hungary, to the National 54ei- 
tung, gives an interesting version of thc- 
events at Belgrade. It says: 

"A parly of olllcers proceeded to the 
palace by previous arrangement with 
General L. Jtihasivkovies and called up- 
on King Alexander to abdicate in favor 
■of Prince Peter Karngcorgevitch. ' The 
King refused and shot Col, Naumovics, 
Who made the proposal. The other olll- 
cers thereupon summoned the War Min- 
ister, General Pnvlovitch, and Tuordo- 
viteh, the minister of the interior, and 
shot the King and Queen and Petro- 
vitch., one of the King's aide-de-camps, 
and other loyal officers. 

"The leader of the actual assailants 
was Lieut.-Col. Mischich; who himself 
murdered the Queen. The latter, to- 
gether with her brother and sisters, was 
struck down with an axe. Tliei King 
was shot. 

"The Queen died immediately, 'the 
King lived a few minutes after being 
shot. 

CAUSE OF REVOLUTION. 

"The immediate cause of the revolu- 
tion w.ls the return to Belgrade of the 
brother of the Queen, and supposed can- 
didate for the throne. 

"The Servian ministers have been ar- 
rested. The Obsequies of the King and 
Queen will occur on June 14. A festal 
illumination of Belgrade is projected for 
this evening." 

The despatch concluded with stating 
that intense 1 joy prevails at Belgrade.

QUEEN NATALIE. 

Former Queen Natalie, mother of the 
late King Alexander, is living at the 
Hotel Resevoir, Versailles, with her sis- 
ter, Princess Ghika, wife of the Rou- 
manian minister. Queen Natalie re- 
ceived the first news from Belgrade this 
afternoon by telephone from the for- 
eign office. She immediately retired to 
her private apartments, declining to see 
anyone except members of the family 
or intimate friends, and leaving word 
that she would only receive sealed let- 
ters. People closely connected with 
Queen Natalie expect she will come to 
Paris tonight and occupy her apart- 
ments on the Rue Roy ale. The 'former 
Queen had broken off nil her relations 
with the late King Alexander since the 
bitter's marriage to the late Queen 
Draga, who was formerly a lady in 
waiting on Queen Natalie. The inter- 
esting fact is recalled that it was nt 
Queen Natalie's Biarritz home that the 
late King lirst met Queen Drage, then 
Madame Masehin. 

RUSSIAN SYMPATHY. 

Berlin, June 11.— It is believed here 
that Prince Peter Karageorgevitch en- 
joys much greater sympathy with high 
Russian government otllcials than did 
the late King Alexander. 

Tageblatt says the Servinn represen- 
tative here does not believe Prince 
Karageorgevitch will ascend the throne. 

I'aris, June 11. — A French govern- 
ment official said of the assassination 
today: "The bloody deed of last night 
is the most pressing menace to the gen- 
eral peace of Europe that has happened 
ill many years." 

THE OFFICIAL NEWS. 

Loudon, June 11.— The Servian min- 



ister communicated to the foreign office 
the olllcial news of the assassination of 
the King and Queen of Servia, the hit- 
ter's brother and two sisters, besides 
one general, one aide-de-camp, and 12 
members of the guard. lie added that 
the telegram he received did not men- 
tion the murder of the Premier or of 
the War Minister, but he had no reason 
to doubt the press statements. 

The minister subsequently said that 
Knlievich, the new Foreign Minister, 
was Premier when ex-King .Milan mar- 
ried Natalie. He was a strong man, 
and that in conjunction with M. Ava- 
kumovich, the new Premier, he would 
probably be able to establish a strong 
government. Prince Peter Karageorge- 
vitch, is known to he a favorite of tho 
Russian court, and it had lung hcen 
thought that his son, 10 years old, was 
destined to occupy the throne of Ser- 
via. The boy has been brought up lit 
the Russian court, practically as the 
Czar's own child, and he will probably 
succeed Prince Peter' when he 'attains 
his majority. The Servian minister mi- 
lled that Russia and Austria would un- 
doubtedly acknowledge the right of Ser- 
via to manage her own affairs, and 
would not interfere. 

PEOPLE SATISFIED. 

The Servian minister said there were 
many causes leading to the revolution. 
A large strain of the peoplo were great- 
ly dissatisfied with the tendency of 
King Alexander to eliminate the Radi- 
cal element from the government, mid 
by the constant rumors of his intention 
to appoint Queen Drag.Ts brother, Nija- 
dema, heir apparent. In addition to thi'^ 
the Queen was disliked by the people, 
who were also intensely outraged at the 
recent suspension of the constitution. 
The minister did not anticipate that the 
changes would result in internecine 
strife or in any real dangers to the 
country. He pointed out that the origi- 
nal Korageorgevitch was not a Prince. 
He w. a rich swine owner. The father 
of the new King was made a Prince in 
1842. 

ANXIETY FOR PEACE. 
The tragedy of the palace nt Bel- 
grade, marking the latest of the revo- 
lutions which have convulsed Servia 
from time to time during the past cen- 
tury, i.s not regarded in diplomatic cir- 
cles in London as likely to rfc-nd to civil 
war. Stress is laid on the unpopularity 
of King Alexander since his marriage to 
Queen Draga. King Alexander's suc- 
cessor, Prince Karageorgevitch is re- 
garded as being most acceptable to the 
people. 

The universal anxiety of the govern- 
ments of Europe' for pence is advanced 
as a reason why the Servian situation is 
not likely to lead to complications. 
Should, however, these unexpectedly 
arise, official circles think an Austrian- 
Hungarian army will immediately march 
into Servia and restore order. This 
eventually, however, is considered im- 
probable. 

PLANNING REVOLT. 

Vienna, .lime 11. — Despatches from 
Servia say thai since the late King Al- 
exander's suspension of the Servian con- 
stitution, the army had been animate'! 
by the hostile feeling toward both the 
KiiiL; and Queen. 

The revolution was planned weeks 
ago. Secret committees were organ- 
y.ied in the country and worked in co- 
operation with the army. The leaders 
of the revolution are enid to have been 
the new ministers of justice and finance, 
and the Sixth regiment of infantry, gar- 
risoning Belgrade, was designated to 
carry out the plot. It was originally in- 
tended that the plot should be executed

parliament would settle the question of 
the succession to the throne, hastened 
matters. Col. Naumovich, the adjutant 
of the King, wns entrusted with the ex- 
ecution of the plans. iWhile on duty • 
11 o'clock last night, Naumovich burst 
open the door leading to the sleeping 
apartment;', of the royal couple with a 
bomb, and then entered, accompanied by 
Misehiehs and a number of junior olll- 
cers. Previous to this the guard had 
been overpowered and ils commander, 
(.'apt. tPaujowics, was killed. 

DISGRACED SEfRYIA. 

'Naumovich presented to the King a 
form of abdication for his sisnnture. 
The document contained the statement 
that by marrying "a public prostitute" 
die King had disgraced Servia. and that 
therefore he niil£t abdicate. The King's 
answer was to draw a revolver and kill 
Xaumovieh on the spot. iMisehiciis 
picked up the document and presented il 
again. The Kin-, perceiving his diinge", 
lied with the Queen to the palace room, 
both being in Their irirht clothes. Tin- 
officers followed, continuously living and 
ultimately shot down the royal couple. 
Major Tllkn Lnznrewies. who bad been 
under the King's disple-isure for two 
years, is said to have fired the shot 
which actually killed the King. At 
about 2 o'clock in the morning Queen 
Draga's two brothers were shot at their 
homes, as well as Premier Markovitiii 
and his brother-in-law. Milkovitz, the 
minister, Gen. Pnvlovitich. While these 
events were .proceeding at the palace, 
the streets of the city were already oc- 
cupied by soldiers, and an armed force 
surrounded the rnva] residences. The 
horses and guns of the batteries of ar- 
tillery were all decorated with over-, 
greens. m< for a festival. The soldiers 
discarded the badge of Kins Alexander 
from their helmets. An nttVnjpl was 
made to support it he dynasty by the com- 
mander of the Danube division, who 
tried to march the Eighth regiment of 
infantry into the city to help the late 
King Alexander, but lie was opposed by 
a body of troops under Col. Gar-nit/.. 
In the fight which ensued the officers 
mentioned were killed, 

OFFICIAL EXPLANATION.

Winnipeg, June 11.— Owing to the 
serious nature of the accident at Moose 
lake, near Rat Portage, the Canadian 
Pacific passenger trains between Winni- 
peg and Port Arthur were today des- 
patched from this city via the Canadian 
Northern railway to Port Arthur.

Great Britain's Oriental allies. During 
the five months the British Columb'a 
Immigration Act was in operation last 
year, only 150 Japanese entered at 
British Columbia ports, and the major- 
ity of these were in transit to the Unit- 
ed States.

The events which have taken place in 
Servia appear to have been the culmin- 
ation of an attempt on the part of an 
unpopular dynasty to maintain by mil- 
itary force, a power that could not. hi: 
kept with the consent of the peojile. The 
successive members of the Obrenoviteh 
dynasty have been detested by the peo- 
ple of Servia. and have only been kept 
in power so long as they have by the 
jealousy of Austria-Hungary against 
Russian aggression. Servia is a email 
country, about one-nineteenth of the 
size of British Columbia, in which a 
population of some two million people 
live by cultivating the soil without pau- 
perism and without ambition. The peo- 
ple are mainly Bussophils, looking lo 
Russia as their guide, protector and 
friend. Bui Austria-dlungary could not 
afford to have a centre of Russian in- 
fluence on her frontier at Belgrade, so 
that the Kings of Servia have been 
■placed in a most unfortunate position. 
They have had their people on one side 
of them ready lo assassinate them, and 
Austria-Hungary on the other able to 
force them to do her bidding, not lo 
speak of complications with 
and 'Bulgaria. The untoward events of 
the hist .lay or two appear abhorrent 
in our eyes, but they will not 
appear abhorrent in the eyes of 
the Servians. To us they seem 
a series of murders of unparal- 
leled brutality, to the Servians they 
will appear as a wholly justifiable lynch- 
ing. Peter Karageorgevitch is undoubt- 
edly the man whom the Servians desire 
to rule over them. It will be said that 
the revolution has been inspired and fo- 
mented by .Russia. We do not believe 
it. The IServlnus themselves have ac- 
complished it. An abortive attempt was

Everyone 
Is entitled to his „wn, but there are certain 
statements In li which are. 1 think, some- 
what misleading and others wluicli It 
would be dllHcurt it not Impossible, to sub- 
stantiate, So with your kind permission 
1 send you a few lines In reply to it. Fiirst- 
ly. psyctfulcal 'researelh, is defined as ft/down: 
"Experimental and observational research 
into alleged phenomena apparently imply- 
ing a connection with another v.-oiid or 
faculties unknown to psychologists."

With this 1 
feoir l cannot at all agree. As to being a 
craving aifter Hhe mysterious, well, what Is 
the mysterious? I.s it not s mpjy somuKhlng 
regarding which we possess very sbght 
and Imperfect knowledge? Can a single In- 
stance be given of any great discovery In 
science wl.ii.eli has uot been the result of 
t'hls very craving for further knowledge? 
How have the sciences of mathematics, 
mechanics, chemistry, .physics, astronomy, 
geology, biology, etc., -reached their present 
stage of progress? Is It not because in the 
i.'c.rnan mind there Is a continual desire for 
1 .ore knowledge, which has caused the 
most careful study and observation of 
the laws of mi I arc V Without this desire 
for further knowledge, there would he no 
progress In any direction.

puunds the" hotter of his opponent, winch, 
with •> superior reach, aided him much 
in securing a victory over Oakley, who 
was knocked out in the sixteenth round, 
iifter a game and strenuous light, clean 
ami fast. Cupuinu is a clever and very 
Jair fighter, anil Oakley, although he 
fought hard and gamely, found hiui more 
then his match. It was Cupmnn's tight 
for the greater J>an of the Ui rounds, 
.Oakley surprising many of those who 
watched his gallant struggle by the 
manner ho stayed mid endenvored to 
tunc the lighting, seeking without avail 
to weave his way into clone quarters. 
After the tight, Cupman challenged Tod 
for the middleweight championship ot 
the station. 

The two men were introduced by Har- 
ry Morton, the referee, to » crowded 
house, at 11 p.m., and they shook hands 
unci fell to work. Cupmun landed his 
left, and Oakley lead, but fell short, and 
Cupiruu got in a heavy left. Then Oak- 
ley tried to force the lighting, t'ujmian 
warily sparring aud keeping away. 
'Cupman had the longest reach, and kept 
away from his opponent, allowing Oak- 
lev to fore the lighting, and just before 
the bell rung he sent Oakley down with 
a heavy left on the jaw. 

Oakley countered at the start of the 
second, and after leading and counter- 
ing heavily, lie lauded his right, but 
lightiy. lie followed with his left on. 
the mouth and tried again, but wan eas- 
ily stopped. Cupman then lead and 
lauded a jab with his left on the 
shoulder. Oakley then lead and Oup- 
inau managed to stop a heavy b!o\< 
threatening the jaw. Cupman jabbed 
with his left, and Oakley forcing, bad 
aud fell short, getting a heavy swing, 
which landed heavily on his neck. 

In the third Cupman forced, Oakley 
watching him. A heavy exchange wat 
followed by clinches. Oakley lead and 
lauded his right heavily on the body.

Oakley 
landed on the chin, but Cllipinan coun- 
tered, and free exchanges followed, in 
which Oakley showed to better advan- 
tage. Ouptnun got in his left, and they 
mixed things', give and take, Oakley 
getting in twice. Then Cupman landed 
a heavy left and swung to the rilw, but 
Oakley came hack and forced the light- 
ing, and honors were even nt the call of 
lime, Oakley having rallied consider- 
ably. 

Oakley canm up fresh in the sixth anil 
started 'to do the lighting. lie jabbed 
his left to the body. Cupman swung 
his left and followed' with a right on the 
face. Oakley exchanged, both getting 
home. Honors were even. Oakley fol- 
lowed Cupman about the ring, and de- 
spite the other's longer reach, had the 
best of the exchanges. 

Both men came u,p fresh and cautious 
in the seventh. Oakley lead and was 
countered on the bead. Oupmaii swung 
to the side of the head. Oakley having 
lef! an opening when" following bis op- 
ponent about the ring. Cupman got ill 
a collide of swings and had the best of 
the exchanges which followed. He 
swung heavily with his right, which had 
it landed would probably have put Oak- 
ley tcj sleep. Oakley went down in 
heavy exchanges and mixed lighting, but 
he sprang up without waiting for the 
eount, and before the gong sounded land- 
ed on Cupinau's jaw.

A Flattering Report is Made 
B> the Provincial 
Mineralogist. 



Recent announcements in respect to 
the successful operation of Tyee Copper 
Co.'s properties have led to the convic- 
tion in the minds of mining men, that 
Vancouver Island possesses in the hold- 
ing indicated, a property which will be 
numbered among the great mines of 
Western America. The reports sent 
periodically t<> the head office in Loudon, 
Kng., show the most gratifying returns. 
In May 4,2tiO tons of ore were smelted, 
yielding $03,500.

"The Tyee Copper Co., Ltd., of Lou- 
don, England, is the owner of the Tyee 
group of mines, including the following 
claims: Magic Fraction, Tyee, X. L. M. 
T. Fraction, Tony, Herbert, Phil Frac- 
tion, Donald/ Muriel. T. LI. W. Frac- 
tion. The company'^ affairs in British 
Columbia are under the general manage- 
ment of Clermont Livingston, Esq., of 
Duncans, with Mr. Kd. M. Musgrave as 
manager of the mine on Mt. Sicker, and 
Mr. Thus. Kiddie manager of the smel- 
ter at Ladysmith. Almost all the work 
cloiio on tl:<> Mt. Sicker properties has 
been concentrated on the Tyee, and on 
this claim only has any commercial body 
nf ore as yet been developed. The Tyee 
claim adjoins the Lenorn, lying higher 
up the slope of Mount Sicker, and on 
the same band of schists. The 'earlier 
development of the Lenorn in 1!S!>7 and 
!.V.)N showed that the ore bodies were 
running and dipping into Tyee ground, 
ami this led to the serious development 
of the Tyee property, on which no other 
important surface exposures of the ore 
had been .found. In 1808 a small shaft 
was sunk by the then Tyee Company at 
a distance of only a few feet from (the 
Lenorn boundary line, and on the exten- 
sion of the same ore body. It is under- 
stood that this shaft, carried ore for some 
distance down, but lost it at the bot- 
tom.
